But this is only a matter of time. 
Swing has enriched the American 
“slanguage” with many words that 
have already. passed into everyday 
use, and they are gradually being 
adopted in Britaln and the Empire 
generally. % 3 


Pure, unadulterated swing | lingo 
sounds like a foreign Janguage to tho 
uninitiated. For example: ‘The get- 
off man with the aogony-pipe went 
‘barrelhouse while the canary went to 
town with some hot licks that gave 
the ickies a real clambake and if you 
gon hep this jive you're no jitter-

Growls from the “Doghouse” =~ 


Naturally enough,.many: of the 
special terms of swing refer to 
musical instruments, The clarinct is 
rather obviously the “agony-pipe" 
because of its thin, walling note. 
Even more obviously the trumpet is 
the “horn.” The vibraphone fs called 
the “Iron harp,” the xylophone is 
known as the “woodpile," and the 
trombone fs, rather cleverly, the 
“tram.” ‘The bass fiddle is called 
the “doghouse,” presumably becouse 
It is the place where ‘the growls 
come from, ond a similar idea is ex- 
pressed In “boogic-woogle,” which 
_means_a_ style of music that makes 
considerable use of heavy bass” {n= 
struments, : 


Other styles of swing are varlous- 
ly and indelicately known aos “gut- 
bucket,”-“‘screwball," “whackey,” and 
“barrel-house.” To be able to np- 
preciate the subtle differences of 
meaning, it is necessary to know 
“something obout swing as it Is played 
in America. 3 


_ About twenty-five years ago jazz 
music shocked the “long-pants” 
(peopla who enjoy classical music) 
of the world, and, despite criticism 
it caught on and flourished. To-day 
jazz is old-fashioned and outmoded. 
Swing players refer to it contemptu- 
ously as “salon” or “schmalz." Jazz 
has found its way into the dictionaries 
where it ls usually defined In two or 
three words, of which syncopation Js 
one. But the lexicographers are still 
trying to find a concise definition of 
swing. Even the leading exponents 
of swing cannot define it. Tommy 
Dorsey saye,.“Swing is like love, you 
can’t explain it. Robert M'Bride 
avers that “Swing is swing; a musl- 
clan cannotdefilne King of Swing, 
thinks that “Swing’ is probably 
rhythmic integration.” 


Ordered Chaos 


Swing certainly has rhythm, ond 
its syncopations are quite as oudaci- 
ous as those of jazz, but for all its 
abandon it remains an ordered chaos, 
The “rideman” (the player who tem- 
porarlly takes the lead In departing 
from the score, if any) may skip 
ahead, chopping the rhythm into bar-

Free, inspired improvisation, thnt is 
the foremost element of swing and it 
is thls characteristic that glves it the 
special lure of the unexpected.” In- 
fependent of .printed notes, each 

ariation is a musical adventure; It 
1g composing while playing. But that 
is, by no means all, The character- 
Istics of swing are so. manifold, _its 
essence so elusive, its appeal. so 
urely physical nnd emotional, that 
t defles concise definition. Perhaps 
this Is why swing has hod to create 
a vocabulary of its own to explain 
cil. 


For public performances swing 
bands use expertly-arranged scores. 
These provide stipulated opportunt- 
ties for impromptu playing above a 
rhythmic and harmonic skeleton. 
Such opportunities allow unlimited 
freedom to Individual players, Swing 
players must be first-class musicians, 
whatever the-long-pants may say to 
the contrary. Any ordinary instru- 
montalist can play through no score 
but It takes a musician to be able to 
leave the score and to know, or feel, 
when to get back to it—and how to 
get back to it. 


Jam Sessions 


There ‘are degrees In swing. The 
real, raw varicty is only heard in the 
“Yorr sessions" that take- place in 
Harlem. These are - informal mect- 


ings usually held Jate at night, where | _ 


“cats" (professional swingsters), free 
from .the restrictions of scores, may 
taste the exaltation of untrammelled 
se)f-cxpression. 

Jam sessions take place in night- 
clubs known to the cognoscent! of 
Broadway before an audience, of “al- 
ligators” (knowledgeable — enthusl- 
asts.) There ore no conductors, no 
rehearsals, no printed notes. Musical 
conventions and inhibitions are cast

off in profuse strains of .unpremedi- 
ated art, Here alone can be heard 
real swing in all degrees of Incan- 
descence, . “Gutbucket” $s unrefined 
swing, music of the rawest, conracat 
kind accompanied dby-crude physical 
Igeatures . and. ptoms, “Screw- 
ball’ is fast, {red.Jmprovisation which, 
when the playprs are “in the groove’ 
(inspired) devolops into “whacicey.”’ 
The zenith of free expression ta 
“barrelhouse” in which all restraints 
are shed and the sky fs the Imit. 


The jam sessions are valued by the 
profession, not merely as exhilarat- 
ing musical sprees but’ also because 
they provide opportunitics for “wood- 
shedding" -(cxpcrimentatlon.) The 
performances are never likely to be~ 
come popular In the commercial sense 
Ibecause they are too crude and blar- 
ing. ‘They are the rehearsals from 
whlch the public \performances arc’
